had missed Gantt at classes dur- 
ing the day, but placed no signifi- 
cance on his friends absence. 

On arriving at his home,, Miller 
discovered his wife and baby in the 
rear bedroom. Both had arrived at 
day from 
Palo Alto hospital where the baby 
was born February 4. 

Miller carried the baby outside, 
but was unable to lift his wife and 
called a next-door neighbor, Doris 
Keller, who helped him carry Mrs. 
Miller and Gantt from the house. 

Mrs. Keller called a Palo Alto 
ambulance and set to work at once 
using artificial respiration on Mrs. 
Sprayberry. 

The ambulance had difficulty 
finding the address and was direc- 
ted to the Miller home by a local 
man, Roland Midgley, who called 
the Menlo fire department. 

Chief Thomas Cuff arrived at the 
home and supervised administra- 
tion with an inhalator and radioed 
immediately to East Palo Alto and 
Atherton fire stations for two ad- 
ditional ones and Captain E. Wick- 
strom and Darwin Wheeler worked 
in relays over the three victims. 
Firemen Edwin Daft, Wilton John- 
son, Harold Hoss, Ludger Charpen- 
tier and Jack Glunz manned the 
inhalators. 

Working over the three victims, 
Chief Cuff and his men _ revived 
Mrs. Sprayberry and he expressed 


the belief that Mrs. Miller was 
dead before the rescue attempts 
were commenced. He made the 


statement that any gas appliance 
installed without a vent is not only

From the time of its incorpora- 
tion in 1927 to 1945, the area of the 
City of Menlo Park remained 1.2 
sauare miles. The only annexation 
during that period was the nine 
acres purchased by the city as a re- 
creational park. It is evident, how- 
ever, that for the most effective 
and economical rendering of muni- 
cipal services, an area and popula- 


tion larger than Menlo Park’s is 


desirable. Number five in the City 
Council’s 14-point program, there- 
fore, is the annexation of addition- 
al territory. 

Last summer the Morey Tract, 
upon which 42 homes had just been 
built, was brought into the city. 
This inclusion was folowed by the 
30-acre Domby Tract, upon which 
94 homes are to be constructed. Re- 
cently the 40-acre Maloney Tract 
and the 128-acre site of the Dibble 
General Hospital were brought 
within the corporate limits. Other 
negotiations are in progress. 

It is the aim of the Council to 
expand the city’s boundaries with- 
cut overextending them; that is, 
the final form of the city shall be 
compact, permitting maximum 
economy in providing city services. 
For this reason, city officials are 
concentrating their efforts on an- 
nexing the unincorporated lands 
lying between Valparaiso avenue, 
El Camino Real, San Francisquito 
Creek, Vine street and Cloud ave- 
nue, and, on the other side of El 
Camino, the unincorporated areas 
lying between San _ Francisquito 
Creek, Middlefield Road and the 
Atherton town limits. The greatest 
part of the unincorporated territory 
contained in these bounds is unde- 
veloped land, which is most desira- 
ble from the standpoint of annexa- 
tion. When a tract inside the city 
limits is subdivided, the developer 
is required to put in streets accord- 
ing to our master plan specifica- 
tions, which means that a minimum 
of maintenance by the city is re- 
quired to keep the streets in ex- 
cellent shape in perpetuity. Much 
of the developed land near our lim- 
its contains only rudimentary 
streets, the proper maintenance of 
which would entail considerable ex- 
pense. 

There is a very populous territory 
lying between Middlefield Road and 
the bay. There are indications that 
in the not too distant future the 
serious problems of this area will 
result in a demand for incorpor- 
ation. It is to be hoped that this 
will take the form of consolidation 
with Menlo Park, rather than the 
formation of an  uneconomically 
small separate municipality. Special 
zones could be assigned to those 
sections of the area where the rais- 
ing of poultry and other animals is 
general. A Menlo Park reaching 
from the Alameda to the bay would 
be large enough to absorb the fire 
sanitary and other special districts 
at some future date, resulting in 
some overall economies.
